Tlie Duchy ol Luxemburg. 

The JDucliy LuxomUury — at 

leabt iLui, jjoniou whith loruia the 
bono of couiuiiLiou boiwueu i^'iunco 
and PiubBitt — IS held by Holland, uud 
is euoioeed by i)'niiicu ou iho isouih, ou 
the north and eaai by Jihuiiiub PruB> 
eia, and on the west byJUuxemburg in 
ibvlgioffl. The eutiro Provinoo oi 
Luxemburg was formerly anuoxod to 
Belgium, but by the iiovoluUoa ot 
Ibau ItMvaB dismembered, aud, in 
lb39, divided butwteu Holland and 
Bolgiam. The Dutch portion (which 
iB^^^olaimed by Franoo by right ol 
puroliaBe) huB un arua of 99U bquiuu 
miles 'and a pupuluiion oi 20U,UU0. 
Tbo .btilgian portiou contiiiiid 10'J5 
square milua uud has about ibo huuho 
number oi iiihubiLiima as lhal liold by 
Holiand. Liuxomburg, ilio capiuil oi 
Dutch Luxemburg, id siiuatod on ibo 
AIboIz, and ia ono ot ilie Btroiigotst 
pluceb in iiluroi'C. li wuh takon by 
tiio Frcucli in IT'Jf), and iiuld until 
1814, wbou It was linally losi. Ttio 
forireis waa ganisonod by a mixed 
garriaou oi German Boldivrs, prior to 
the war last t-ummor, aiucu wbon it 
has been occupied onurely by German 
tioopa, it being regarded aa a German 
Slate. The Kiog ot QoUaad is also 
Duke ol Luxemburg, and by virtue 
of that title occupies a seat in the 
German Diet. Tbo political eiluation 
of liusembnrg, in fact, is similar 
to that of 'Scbieswig-ilolstoin boloro 
the war in 1864 with Denmark, the re- 
sult of which caused those Provinces to 
fall to Frusaia, ot which natioa 
they now form a part. Tbo propo-> 
sitlon for a Peace Confcreoco having 
boon accepted by Franco and Prusala, 
tbe tirslnamcd Power has ordered a 
suspension of military piuparaiions 
within its borders. A 3'oar ago, wlien 
Prassia and Austria were about to 
mako war on each otlior, Napoleon 
propoBod a Peace Conference to ar„ 
range their dillorcnces, but Prus-ia, 
while Bcoming to favor ibo scliomo, 
threw so many obstacios in tbo way 
of its accomplishment that tho pro- 
position loll through. It is gratdying 
to notice that tho late crisis in Eu- 
ropean affairs has passed without 
an appeal having been mado lO arms ; 
aud it ia still moio gratifying for us to 
note the fact that to Quuea Victoria is 
duo tbe credit of placing tho matter in 
a position where an amicablo airango- 
ment becomes possible. Tho poaos- 
able settlement oi the differences 
will be a severe disappointment 
to BuBsia. A continental war is 
just what tbe Czar is awaiting 
to enable him to carry out bis de<« 
signs on Turkey. Tho transfer of tbe 
Kortbwest Territory by liuseia was 
made with no other object than to 
Bocaro the aympathj^ of tbo United 
States in case ot aaoilior war growing 
out of tho EasLoru quosiion, and to 
prevent that territory tailing into tho 
baoda of an enemy. Tlio clir.nged 
aspect ol all'aira on llio continent may 
cause the Czar to repent tho rash 
transfer.

It is a hard, 
sad slory. When very young. Queen Isu- 
bella was induced lo wed her cousin Dun 
Franeibcn, tbrouuh the niacliiriationa of lier 
mother. Queen Uliristii' na, und old King 
Louis Philippe, ol Franco. Tho marriage 
was an unsnilable one in every respect. It 
was known to all Madrid thai Uuu Francisco 
was a very eflfeuiiDate character in every re> 
sped, and it was hinted that there never 
could ho any proseny between the royal 
pair, line il seems lhat this was tlie Very 
reason why tbeiniiriage was arrariged.

A coiiiiiiuiiieotion from Coilu gives some 
lurllier details ol the damagu e.iused liy the 
late 'errible earthquake in Ceplialonia ; — 
" The Fieiich steamer Sentiuelle, wiiich 
left on the Sih uli. to curry assistance to the 
victims of the earthquake, bas relumed. 
The commander ol ibe steamer and the Can- 
dioie CoDsul, B1. de Castilion, put ihctnselves 
in eommuuicatiou wilh the Nomure!i d 
Ceplialonia lis soon aa ihcy entereil 'he port 
ol Oryesioli, and plaetnl at his ili-p isu, a lew 
workmen and lUO sacks lull ol bread, sent 
by tho prelect of Corlu. Oryustoli is coni- 
pleicly destroyed. Tbe whole lower part ol 
the town, which was the Gaesl and Trie 
richest, has disuppearid — nol a single hou-e 
remains staiiduii!, and those winch had t erij 
able lo resist tlie lirst shocks are now Itirown 
down. In the ceiilre, tho town will 
require to be built again. The only part 
spared was the one lying against the moun- 
tain ; bat it is doubtful it that town, so 
flourishing a few days ago, will ever rise 
from its rnini During the last few years the 
eullivaiion ol the Corinth raisin and olive 
liad made great ndvar,ees in the isl.iiid, and 
inee the amie.xatiori of tircce, Oryostoli tiad 
b 'coino the principal ci litre ol the taisiri 
trade. During lust year 13 000 OUO pounds 
of that prodoce bad left the port. Daed lo 
a*life of comfort, the inhabitants uf that 
doomed t wn are now witlinnl tiotno and 
without clothes — in laci, wilh no resources at 
all. TI.ey have not yet been able to look 
among the ruins lor their j reeious effects ; 
tliey are seen wandering about sad, cast 
down, exposed to the inclemencies of the 
8(>ason 00 Ihe desolated plateau. So greatly 
dishearteued have the people been thai till 
now very lillle has been done in the way ol 
repairir g or palliating the disaster. A few 
wooden sheiks have lieen built, bul they 
can shelter only a (ew families ; the iiiass of 
the islanders are camped in the fields or 
under the trees. Ail the public buildings 
are in iiiiris. The bakeries have been des- 
troyed, and as in tho midst of Iho prevailing 
consternation no one has had llii) energy In 
coiisiriiel held ovens, bread is wanted almost 
every wbeie. Ttie lull o.\teot ol the disasters 
in the interior of tho island is not yet known, 
but it is certain that lb 7 are coDsiderable. 
A groat number ol villages are in ruins, and 
two of taein have been engolpbed. The 
victims belonging to those two villagea are 
Slid 10 ouiiiuinber 500 In the town ol 
Li.Miri more than 100 bodies have been 
discovered, aud the search was lar Iroin being 
tinislied. in the whole island 50,000 persons 
at least are Hithout home and without 
food."
